^lore than 22,000 dead on the 
battlefield, part of a 140,000 casu­ 
alty total. 
More than 15 billion dollars to 
help pay for over 1,125,000 tons of 
artillery ammunition; over 1,8 00,- 
000,000 bullets and grenades; 8 00 
tanks and 40,000 trucks used up in 
battle; more 
than 
two 
million 
shells for naval guns; hundreds of 
thousands of tons of bombs. 
It triggered a general rearma­ 
ment program for which the gov­ 
ernment has spent to date over 
101 billion dollars. 
The shooting and the casualty 
lists will stop. 
But the boy s won’t start home 
tomorrow or nex t week. Secretary 
of Defense Wilson say s, “ It will 
be a long time before we can with 
safety withdraw our troops from 
Korea.” A long time can mean six 
months or more, depending on how 
fast prisoners are ex changed—and 
how soon peace, instead of mere 
armistice, can be assured. 
Every one—President Eisenhow­ 
er, Secretary of State Dulles, Wil­ 
son—nurried to caution the coun­ 
try that a Korean truce should not 
be a signal for demobilization or 
letdown of the defenses against a 
bigger war by Russia. 
The government is obviously 
worried lest industry think that 
the truce means quick and whole­ 
sale cancellation of munitions or­ 
ders. 
Hardly had the truce signing 
announcement been made when 
Wilson issued a statement say ing 
current productions plans would be 
continued “ until such time as an 
orderly production plan can be 
worked out that will take into ac­ 
count the changed Korean require­ 
ments.” He did not however, give 
a hint of whether that plan would 
be ready soon or at some distant 
date. 
On the day the war started— 
J une 25, 19 50—the United States 
had under arms 1,460,000 men in 
the Army , Navy , Marines and Air 
Force. Less than half a dozen 
Army divisions were manned and 
equipped to a point where they 
were ready for battle. 
Today the military manpower 
counts up to about 3Vi> million, a l­ 
though it is being trimmed some 
under the economy program. The 
Army has 20 divisions.

NO SHORT-CUT 
Modern medicine has advanced 
so rapidly in the control of disease 
in the past 50 years that we get 
into the habit of expecting it to do 
miracles overnight. 
Tuberculosis is a disease which 
can be prevented and can be cured, 
but there is no easy short-cut. From 
time to time new methods of pre­ 
vention and treatment have been 
acclaimed only to end in disillus­ 
ionment. The history of the cam­ 
paign against TB is full of false 
hopes raisea and then dashed. 
One of the greatest hopes for the 
defeat of tuberculosis lies in the 
discovery of a vaccine which could 
be used to make everyone resistant 


to the germs which cause tuber­ 
culosis. 
The problem has been worked on 
ever since the tubercle bacillus was 
discovered in the last cntury. One 
vaccine 
and 
diphtheria 
toxoid 
called BCG, has been valuable in 
special cases, but there is still no 
vaccine for TB which is completely 
safe and which gives the degree of 
immunity produced by smallpox 
vaccine and diphtheria toxoid aga- 
against those dieases. 
BCG is especially useful for im­ 
munizing groups of people who are 
particularly vulnerable to TB and 
heavily exposed to the germs: doc­ 
tors, medical students, and nurses; 
hospital and laboratory workers; 
people unavoidably exposed to in­ 
fection in the home, and children 
and certain adults who are believed 
to have poor resistance to TB and 
who live in communities where the 
disease is unusually prevalent. 
Until an ideal vaccine is discov­ 
ered and given to all the people, the 
control must be carried on. All 
people must learn how to protect 
themselves against TB. Every ef­ 
fort must be made to find all the 
cases of TB, find them early, and 
get them treated in TB hospitals, 
whose disease has been cured must 
be prevented through the use of 
modern rehabilitation techniques. 
And, finally, scientific research 
must be intensified to find better 
means of preventing and curing 
tuberculosis.

Emergencies Arise

; Our dairy heifer, Pegg, is a 
cteature of moods. As Hartwig 
used to say, before we went off 
id the Army, "The girls are that 
way.* Thus when Peggy disap­ 
peared one day about a week ago, 
She gave us quite an upset. Our 
first assumption was that she’d 
jumped through a fence and run 
off with some handsome young 
bachelor in the neighborhood, but 
the problem to solve was, "Which 
ope?f The pasture she shared with 
14 other young heifers of about her 
oPna age borders the Norman White 
farm to our north, though with her 
ingenuity we knew she might have 
gone in three directions. But first 
there was our own farm to search, 
to make certain she hadn’t jumped 
into the corn field or over into the 
ne# clover and foundered herself. 
■i We started our search on Mon­ 
day morning and first thing out of 
the box made a disturbing dis­ 
covery. Away at the back of the 
farm we found a big limb blown 
ffom a wild cherry tree, with the 
leaves half-wilted. It is character­ 
istic of the wild cherry that, while 
the leaves are quite harmless when 
green or entirely dry, in the wilted 
stage they contain enough prussic 
acid to kill a mature cow in three 
or four hours. We know this from 
sad experience because we lost a 
fine cow to wild cherry poisoning 
after a storm last summer. So on 
Monday we spent six or seven 
hours combing the woods and thick­ 
ets at Possum Trot to make cer­ 
tain we didn’t have a dead Peggy 
on our hands. And while we didn’t 
find hair nor hide of her, we felt 
relieved that she was probably 
8till alive.

Daisy and Ribbon ami renewed our 
search. We rode out the ridge and 
dOwn through the woods and found 
a bunch of steers in one field, but 
no Peggy. So we pushed on across 
Reed and Saline creeks to the far 
fields where there were a few cows, 
bht still no Peggy. Then we crossed 
the mountain, came down and for- 
ed Saline creek at our water- 
tap and worked out the back field 
where we found plenty of dew­ 
berries and a fine new blackberry 
patch, but discovered no sign what­ 
ever of cattle.

I am prompted to mention these 
things at this particular time not 
only b ecause of the heav y rush 
period just ahead on the farm, b ut 
b ecause the President has declar­ 
ed July 19-25 as National F a rm 
Safety Week. 
The man who was crippled up for 
weeks b y a fall in the b ath tub 
prob ab ly won’t hav e that happen 
to him again b ecause he was so 
impressed b y what happened that 
he will forev er after b o more care­ 
ful around b ath tub s. Likewise, the 
farmer who has had one particular 
kind of machinery accident is pro- 
werc on hand to hoar discussions i b ab ly unlikely to hav e any more 
of club matters. It was announced (just like that. If we could only add 
to our own accident experience 
the experiences of others, farm ac ­ 
cidents would prob ab ly cease to 
occur three times as often as to 
workers engaged in other enter­ 
prises- b ut that is what is hap­ 
pening now. 
I mentioned some causes of ac­ 
cidents 
that 
hav e come to m y j 
personal attention during the last 
few years as suggestions of danger ■ 
to b e guarded against. Rug slipped 
on a slick floor throwing person j 
into window resulting In sev ere j 
glass cuts—v isitor steps in a hole !

fiv e year old b oy falls head first 
into b arrel of water from a tab 'e, 
couldn’t get turned, sav ed from 
drowning b y passer-b y who hap­ 
pened along—trouser leg caught in 
tractor power take-off sev eral cases 
of hands and legs b eing caught in 
mov ing comb ine machinery, tractor 
b acked ov er and killed a 4 yr. child 
and killed a four old child that 
that driv er didn't know was around 
set fire to clothes that had b een 
saturated with inflammab le m at­ 
erial—collision with rear end of 
truck on highway with red glass 
remov ed from tail light making 
v ehicle appear further away. 
Farm machinery accidents seem 
to b e on the increase with the in- 
cieased use of complicated farm 
machinery.

the numb er of stalks in two par- 
ailed rows 23 steps long is approx­ 
imately 1-100 of the numb er in an 
acre. This applies when the rowrs 
are 38 inches apart. In other words, 
the numb er of stalks in tw*o par­ 
allel rows in a representativ e area 
68 ft. 11 in. long in a field where 
the rows are 38 inches apart multi­ 
plied b y 100 giv e 
the numb er of 
stalks per acre. 
Those who are good at estimating 
av erage ear sizes can also use this 
method to m ake v ery close esti­ 
mates of corn yields For example, 
if the numb er of ears in sev eral 
representativ e 1-100 acre av erages 
140, it means that there must b e 
ab out 14.000 ears per acre. Again 
if it is estimated that the av erage 
weight of these ears on a 1.4 per 
cent moisture b asis is V-» pound, 
then there must b e 7 .00 pounds of 
corn or 100 b ushels per acre. 
Corn growers will find it inter­ 
esting to use this method in check­ 
ing their own corn yields as soon 
as the ears are well enough formed 
to make it possib le to estimate 
their size.

Everyone—President Eisenhow­ 
er, Secretary of State Dulles, Wil­ 
son—nurried to caution the coun­ 
try that a Korean truce should not 
be a signal for demobilization or 
letdown of the defenses against a 
bigger war by Russia. 
The government is obviously 
worried lest industry think that 
the truce means quick and whole­ 
sale cancellation of munitions or­ 
ders. 
Hardly had the truce signing 
announcement been made when 
Wilson issued a statement saying 
current productions plans would be 
continued "until such time as an 
orderly production plan can be 
worked out that will take into ac­ 
count the changed Korean require­ 
ments." He did not however, give 
a hint of whether that plan would 
be ready soon or at some distant 
date. 
On the day the war started— 
June 25, 1950—the United States 
had under arms 1,460,000 men in 
the Army, Navy, Marines and Air 
Force. Less than half a dozen 
Army divisions were manned and | 
equipped to a point where they 
were ready for battle. 
Today the military manpower 
counts up to about 3Vz million, al­ 
though it is being trimmed some 
under the economy program. The 
Army has 20 divisions.

fection in the home, and children 
and certain adults who are believed 
to have poor resistance to TB and 
who live in com m unities where the 
disease is unusually prevalent. 
Until an ideal vaccine is discov­ 
ered and given to all the people, the 
control m ust be carried on.

NO SHORT-CUT 
Modern medicine has advanced 
so rapidly in the control of disease 
in the past 50 years that we get 
into the habit of expecting it to do 
miracles overnight. 
Tuberculosis is a disease which 
can be prevented and can be cured, 
but there is no easy short-cut. From 
time to time new methods of pre­ 
vention and treatm ent have been 
acclaimed only to end in disillus­ 
ionment. The history of the cam­ 
paign against TB is full of false 
hopes raised and then dashed. 
One of the greatest hopes for the 
defeat of tuberculosis lies in the 
discovery of a vaccine which could 
be used to make everyone resistant

The problem has been worked on 
ever since the tubercle bacillus was 
discovered in the last cntury. One 
vaccine 
and 
diphtheria 
toxoid 
called BCG, has been valuable in 
special cases, but there is still no 
vaccine for TB which is completely 
safe and which gives the degree of 
immunity produced by smallpox 
vaccine and diphtheria toxoid aga- 
against those dieases. 
BCG is especially useful for im­ 
munizing groups of people who are 
particularly vulnerable to TB and 
heavily exposed to the germs: doc­ 
tors, medical students, and nurses; 
hospital and laboratory workers; 
people unavoidably exposed to in­ 
fection in the home, and children 
and certain adults who are believed 
to have poor resistance to TB and 
who live in communities where the 
disease is unusually prevalent. 
Until an ideal vaccine is discov­ 
ered and given to all the people, the 
control must be carried on. All 
people must learn how to protect 
themselves against TB. Every ef­ 
fort must be made to find all the 
cases of TB, find them early, and 
get them treated in TB hospitals, 
whose disease has been cured must 
be prevented through the use of 
modem rehabilitation techniques. 
And, 
finally, 
scientific 
research 
must be intensified to find better 
means of preventing and curing 
tuberculosis.

Wheels Stop When 
Emergencies Arise

; Our dairy heifer, Pegg, is a 
creature of moods. As Hartwig 
used to say, before we went off 
to the Army, "The girls are that 
way.’
